This year St. Louis Audubon is 
offering to all members more trips 
than ever, and to many interesting 
locations at the best times for seeing 
birds. This larger offering is thanks in 
part to your response to a recent 
questionnaire. Trips are offered on 
both Saturday and Sunday dates, and 
to some locations not previously 
visited. 

Most of these events are in the St. 
Louis area and are usually completed 
by mid-day. However, this fall there 
are 2 full-day trips to nearby national 
wildlife refuges, and next spring we 
have scheduled a weekend trip to 
Mingo National Wildlife Refuge in 
southeast Missouri. 

Each of these trips is designed to 
move at a pleasant pace without 
excessive walking or climbing. We 
attempt to show each person every 
bird if possible. Last April at the 
Busch Conservation Area in St. 
Charles County, we had nearly 40 
persons and several leaders. Our total 
that morning was over 50 species of 
birds, but remembered most were the 
exceptional views at point blank range 
of the rare to uncommon, but beautiful 
female Wilson’s phalarope. 

So the best way to enjoy seeing 
birds at excellent locations, meet 
others with similar interests in nature, 
and experience a pleasant outdoor 
adventure is to JOIN US!

which runs along the east side of the 
Arboretum. Continue for approxi- 
mately 1.5 miles to the sign on twin 
stone gate posts. You do not pass 
through the Visitors Center to reach the 
Freund Center.

National Audubon Pushing 
for Missouri Field Office 


The Missouri Audubon Council, 
representing the 14 Missouri Audubon 
Societies, met in Jefferson City on July 
13 to discuss a proposal for the estab- 
lishment of a Missouri Field Office 
staffed with a full-time director and 
limited staff. 

The office would probably take 
over the lobbying functions of the 
Council and would also promote 
statewide activities such as preserva- 
tion of wetlands, support good ecosys- 
tem and forest management practices, 
and provide support for National 
Audubon priority campaigns such as 
restoration of the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi Rivers. 

As proposed, the director would be 
a full-time employee of National 
Audubon, although the person would 
be selected from a list proposed by the 
Missouri Audubon Council. The 
director would have to provide the 
funding through fundraising activities 
in the state. Funds would probably 
come from requests for donations from 
Audubon members, special gifts from 
friends of Audubon, and government 
and institutional grants. National 
Audubon would supply matching funds 
for the first 1 to 4 years, to get the 
program underway. 

Such offices have been functioning 
in Minnesota and perhaps | or 2 other 
states. In Minnesota, where the office 
has been operating for 18 years, 
including 10 years in partnership with 
National Audubon, the office has a 
director, office manager, wetlands 
program director, forestry program 
director, and an administrative assis- 
tant. The office will soon add an 
assistant director for development, or 
fundraising. 

Obvious problems include main- 
taining local control of an office 
staffed by employees of National 
Audubon. The staff raise their own 
funds from state resources, receive 
their salaries and promotions from 
National Audubon, but are supposed to 


respond to the will of the state 
Audubon Council. Funds raised 
locally go to National Audubon. 

Most, but not necessarily all, come 
back to support the state field office. 
But National Audubon may keep some 
money to support new efforts, such as 
new field offices. 

This is a real management di- 
lemma--how to run a state field office 
with the director responsible to the 
will of the Missouri Audubon Council 
when he receives his salary, promo- 
tions, etc. from National Audubon. | 
doubt that it can be done effectively. 
And, in fact, it seems to me that the 
Minnesota Audubon Council has lost 
effective control of its state field 
office. The steering or business 
committee, for instance, consists of 7 
members: 3 chapter-appointed repre- 
sentatives and 4 members-at-large. 
The Council seems to be in the minor- 
ity. Who appoints the “at-large” 
members? 

A state field office could accom- 
plish much. I can think of checking 
up on salvage timber operations in our 
national forests, following up on the 
recent decision to negotiate with the 
Doe Run Company for exploratory 
mining permits on Missouri Depart- 
ment of Conservation lands, and 
really helping the new Big Muddy 
National Fish and Wildlife Refuge 
along the Missouri River acquire 
additional wetlands. These are things 
which we cannot do effectively with a 
volunteer staff and a very limited 
budget. But we must be very careful 
in negotiating with National Audubon 
to be certain that a Missouri Field 
Station represents Missouri interests-- 
not Washington or New York inter- 
ests.

I have been an Audubon member on 
and off for many years and have always 
admired the mission and enjoyed 
meeting other Audubon members.

I grew up behind a factory in a 
suburb of Detroit, and my family went 
camping for 2 weeks every August. | 
realized at a young age that I enjoy 
listening to the sounds of birds and 
water more than metal and factory 
sounds. 

After graduating with a natural 
resources degree from the University of 
Michigan, I led a nomadic life complet- 
ing internships and volunteer work in 
the environmental field. 

Coming to Missouri for my last 
internship, | was a member of the burn 
crew for The Nature Conservancy in 
Missouri, traveling around the state, 
lighting prescribed fires in prairies, 
glades, and woodlands. This led to my 
current position as Land Steward. | 
work with partner organizations, land- 
owners, and volunteers on various 
stewardship and research projects, 
including the butterfly count, to help 
protect ecologically significant lands in 
Missouri. 

My most recent interest is studying 
grasshoppers, crickets, and katydids. 
Where are the birds in all this? Well, 
over 200 species of birds feed on 
grasshoppers!

Petition Drive for Parks and 
Soils Conservation Sales Tax 
Reaches Goal

On Friday, July 5, completed 
petitions calling for a constitutional 
amendment for the reauthorization of 
the current 1/10th of | percent sales 
tax for state parks and soils conserva- 
tion to be placed on the November 
ballot were delivered to Missouri 
Secretary of State Bekki Cook. By all 
accounts, the drive was a success, with 
a sufficient safety factor in the number 
of signatures to guarantee acceptance 
of the petitions. The office of the 
Secretary of State, however, will not 
complete evaluating the petitions until 
sometime in September. 

In metropolitan St. Louis, the 
petition drive was led by a steering 
committee for St. Louisans for Clean 
Water and State Parks, representing the 
Missouri Coalition for the Environ- 
ment, the Missouri Parks Association, 
the Sierra Club, Webster Groves 
Nature Study Society, and the St. 
Louis Audubon Society. The drive 
itself was coordinated by 
Arthur Towers and the 
Center for Active Citizen- 
ship. Many volunteers 
contributed their time to 
manning phone banks and 
collecting signatures. Paid 
signature gatherers also 
played an important role. 

This is a lesson of the 
1990’s--petition drives are 
increasingly dependent on 
paid signature gatherers. Concurrent 
drives for term limits and for Perot’s 
Reform Party are thought to have 
relied solely on paid gatherers. For the 
parks and soils sales tax petition drive, 
paid gatherers played an essential but 
not preponderant role. 

We must also recognize the high 
cost of these petition drives. Each of 
the roughly 100,000 signatures col- 
lected in the St. Louis area cost ap- 
proximately 50 cents, for a total of 
perhaps $50,000. That cost was met 
by several of the participating organi- 
zations, primarily the Missouri Parks

Association, the Sierra Club, and to a 
lesser extent St. Louis Audubon. 
Others, including the Coalition for the 
Environment, provided significant staff 
time to the effort. Many individuals 
responded to requests for funds, 
especially in the final days of the 
drive, and, as is usual in situations 
such as these, a very few individuals 
contributed the relatively large 
amounts that kept the drive going in 
critical times. 

All of this effort and expense would 
have been unnecessary had it not been 
for the intransigence of the Regional 
Commerce and Growth Association 
(RCGA) and the Metropolitan Sewer 
District (MSD). These organizations 
sought to divert funds from state parks 
and soils conservation programs to 
stormwater control and urban parks. 
Last year an effort was made to take 
money from both state parks and soils 
conservation, but this year, recognizing 
the statewide support for state parks, it 
was only the soils conservation pro- 
gram that was targeted for decimation. 
Probably every state representative and 
senator in the metropolitan area sup- 
ported this tax grab proposal. Asa 
result, in 1995 and again this year, the 
legislature was unable to 
pass a joint resolution 
placing reauthorization of 
this tax on the ballot. 

This is an example of 
urban/rural squabbling at 
its worst. Stormwater 
control and urban parks 
deserve support, but not at 
the expense of our state 
parks and soils conserva- 
tion programs. Both of 
these programs are among the best in 
the nation. 

Unfortunately, RCGA and MSD are 
threatening to oppose reauthorization 
of this sales tax in the November 
elections. What can they expect to 
gain? Once before, in 1984, our state 
parks were closed for lack of funds. 
We cannot let that happen again. We 
must support our state parks and soils 
conservation programs when we vote 
for the reauthorization of our current 
tax in November. 
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Mississippi River Basin 
Program Selected for 
National Audubon Campaign

The National Audubon Society has 
selected a major new program for the 
restoration of the Mississippi River 
basin as | of 10 national and regional 
priority campaigns for the coming 
years. The program, proposed by St. 
Louis Audubon, will work for the 
eventual establishment of an EPA 
Program Office to coordinate the 
efforts of federal, state, and local 
agencies, as well as the many non- 
governmental organizations interested 
in the river. 

This is the same approach that has 
been used so successfully with the 
Chesapeake Bay and Great Lakes 
restoration programs. A similar pro- 
gram was promoted by the Mississippi 
River Basin Alliance. 

Paul Hansen of the Izaak Walton 
League describes the Mississippi as 
“one of the most complex riverine 
ecosystems in the world. It is home to 
a diverse array of fish, other wildlife 
and plants, and is a critical migration 
corridor for millions of birds.” He 
adds: “Despite its great ecological, 
economic, and cultural importance, this 
world-class waterway has long been 
neglected and degraded. The Missis- 
sippi River suffers from polluted runoff 
into surface water and infiltration into 
ground water, industrial pollution, 
municipal wastes, loss of wetlands, 
spills of hazardous chemicals and oil, 
invasion of exotic species, and impacts 
from navigation and energy develop- 
ment.” 

Restoration of the Missouri River is 
another | of Audubon’s 10 priority 
campaigns. Described as perhaps the 
most intensively engineered river in 
America, the Missouri is currently the 
subject of a new controversial water 
control program being proposed by the 
Army Corps of Engineers. As first 
proposed last year, the plan introduces 
ecological and recreational values, in 
addition to the navigational interests 
which have long dominated planning 
on the Missouri. 

Other priority campaigns include 
the Clean Water Act Reauthorization, 
Farm Bill, Everglades Campaign, 
Litigation, Platte River, Audubon 
Television Productions, Audubon 
Education Division, and Land and 
Water Conservation Fund.

Mississippi River 
Basin Alliance Meets

More than 200 people participated 
in the second annual Mississippi River 
Basin Alliance meeting held at the 
University of Missouri, St. Louis 
campus, on July 11 through 14. The 
attendees represented a wide variety of 
mainstream and grass roots environ- 
mental and political action organiza- 
tions (56 at present, including St. 
Louis Audubon). 

The stated purpose of the Alliance 
is to protect and restore the ecological, 
economic, cultural, historical, and 
recreational resources in the 33-state 
Mississippi River basin and to elimi- 
nate barriers of race, class, and eco- 
nomic status which divide us in the 
quest to achieve these purposes. 

Two full days of workshops on such 
topics as Jobs and the Environment, 
Water Quality Monitoring, The River 
as a Work Horse--Commodity Trans- 
fer, and Current Floodplain Policy-- 
What Do We Need? were interspersed 
with 4 field trips. Four position papers 
and resolutions addressing Zero 
Discharge of Pollutants, the Superfund, 
Curbing the Impact of Environmental 
Toxins and Pathogens, and Navigation 
Planning for the Mississippi River 
System were presented and approved. 

Zero discharge of pollutants is 
certainly a lofty goal considering that, 
after almost 25 years, | of the stated 


purposes of the Clean Water Act and 
its amendments, “that the discharge of 
pollutants into navigable waters by 
eliminated by 1985,” has not been 
achieved. It is even a more lofty goal 
considering that a large portion of 
those controlling Congress would like 
to weaken existing pollution standards 
and exempt businesses and industry 
from these standards if, in the words of 
Senator Kit Bond of Missouri, “it is an 
inconvenience’ to industry. 

Some expressed the view that the 
repair or replacement of the more than 
50-year-old system of locks and dams 
is not economically viable. Some 70 
to 80 million tons of cargo pass 
through the Mel Price Lock and Dam 
(formerly L & D 26) at Alton, Illinois, 
every year.
